— Preparations 
are in progress for the eleventh 
annual conference on welding 
which will be held here at Pur­ 
due University, December 5-6, 
under the direction of the Uni­ 
versity engineering extension de­ 
partment and department of 
practical mechanics, in co-oper­ 
ation with the manufacturers of 
welding equipment, according to 
an announcement made by Prof. 
W. A. Knapp, of engineering ex­ 
tension department.

the problems of gas and electric 
welding as applied to mainten­ 
ance, manufacturing, and gen­ 
eral repairs. 
Registration for this confer­ 
ence will start at 9 o’clock on 
Thursday morning, December 5, 
with the first meeting scheduled 
for IO o’clock. Exhibits of re­ 
cently developed equipment and 
practical demonstrations of new 
processes in the welding field 
will make up the major portion 
of the-morning program. 
Thursday afternoon, resistance 
welding, types of controls used in 
resistance, and shop costs in job 
welding will be discussed. In the 
evening a special illustrated lec­ 
ture on the action of A.C. and 
D.C. arcs has been arranged, as 
well as a practical demonstra­ 
tion of the application of the 
metal spray.

COLUMBUS OPENS 


T 


Columbus, Ind., Nov. 26—A 
cusade against gambling and 
gaming machines of all kinds 
was launched Monday by Mayor 
John L. Hosea and Police Chief 
Alonzo E. Fitch who stated that 
the drive will continue as long as 
there is any evidence the law is 
being violated. 
Dozens of chance machines 
were found the officers declared 
and orders were left for the ma­ 
chines to be removed. However, a 
great many of such machines al­ 
ready had been moved due to the 
fact that a rumor of the “clean­ 
up” campaign had leaked out, 
the police chief said. 
The two officials made a tour 
of inspection through the down 
towni business district Monday 
morning and visited all places 
where such machines are usually 
kept, including cafes, restaur­ 
ants, pool rooms, hotels and oth­ 
er such places. 
The crusade is directed espec­ 
ially against the slot machines, 
ball machines, racehorse ma­ 
chine and other devices that pay 
off out of the cash register. 
While none of the old fashioned 
slot machines were found, the 
officers declared, there was any 
number of ball machipes which 
pay off if the lucky number is 
hit. In these machines there of­ 
ten is a small cash drawer hidden 
in the front end which when op­ 
erated swings outward with the 
money. 
There are any number of oth­ 
er ball machines which are out­ 
right chance games the officers 
said, as are also the race horse 
machines^ On the latter there is 
a group of mechanical horses 
which dash away in a race when 
the machine is operated. They 
also pay off by the cash register 
method. 
Punch boards and other lotter­ 
ies are also prohibited and come 
under the chance law, the mayor 
pointed out. There were not so 
many punch boards found, he 
said, but there were a few and 
these were ordered taken out. 
In several places the officers 
found ball machines which were 
games of skill and these were not 
molested. Skill games are permit­ 
ted but in the future they will 
have to be operated with slugs 
and not nickels or dimes. 
The 
proprietors 
of 
places 
where the gaming machines were 
found will be given time to re­ 
move them, the officers said, but 
unless they are removed the po­ 
lice chief will confiscate them. 
He will not only take the ma­ 
chines, but will break them up, 
he said. The chief also said the 
officers do not want to make ar­ 
rests for operating such ma­ 
chines but arrests will be made 
if the law is not complied with.

Motorists in Indiana paid a 
grand total of $35,356,069.81 in 
motor vehicle taxes during 1934, 
according to Todd Stoops secre- 
tary-manager of the Hoosier Mo­ 
tor Club. Basing his statement 


on a study of motor vehicle tax­ 
ation just completed, Mr. Stoops, 
continued: 
“Total motor vehicle taxes for 
the country as a whole last year 
were $1,202,414,729, made up of 
$950,263,000 of state and local 
taxes and $252,151,729 of federal' 
taxes.” 
“This taxation, the highest in 
the history of motordom, was 
equivalent to a tax of $48.11 for 
each of the approximately 25,- 
000,000 motor vehicles registered 
in the United States.” 
“The value of the average au­ 
tomobile last year was slightly 
under $200 according to the sur­ 
vey. On this basis the motorists 
of the nation pay taxes at the 
rate of the 24.2 per cent of val­ 
uation and during the average 
life of a vehicle, eight and one- 
fourth years, the taxes amount 
to more than double the car’s 
value.” 
“The 
continually 
increasing 
burden of motor vehicle taxes, a 
situation that was aggravated 
rather than relieved by sessions 
of the years legislatures — pre­ 
sents a distinct threat to the fu­ 
ture development of highway 
transportation. High motor taxes 
encourage diversion of motor tax 
revenues to non-highway pur­ 
poses and diversion in turn en­ 
courages further increase of mo­ 
tor tax rates.” 
“Special taxes on motorists are 
justified only on the ground that 
they are used solely for road pur­ 
poses. Further, there is far too 
much of a tendency to shift onto 
the motor users as a class a dis­ 
proportionate share of the cost 
of highway construction and 
maintenance. There is immedi­ 
ate need of a definition as to 
what proportion of road costs the 
motorist should bear in relation­ 
ship to the benefits accruing to 
the community as a whole and to 
the other classes of users.”
